ard the present tariff in many respects as un- 

ust and oppressive. 

R.—What kind of tariff, if amy, do you favor ? 

Mr. McC.-—-I favor a tariff arranged in such 
manner as to produce the greatest possible 
revenue to the Government, and this the pres- 
ent tariff certainly does not do. The duty 
on some articles is so heavy as to be 
nearly prohibitory, if not quite so. An 
opposite policy would make 2 vast 
difference in the revenue, and at the same time 
afford all the incidental protection demanded by 
our industrial interests. I know the Penusyl- 
vanians are clamoring for more tection, but 
it is certainly not for the benefit of the great 
agricultural interests of the West to accede to 
their demands. The number of articles on 
which duty should be levied ought. in my 
opinion, to be small, and include principally 
luxuries and such articles as to produce the 
most revenue. 

R.— What is the policy of the British Govern- 
ment in tariff matters ? 

Mr. Me. —It approaches free trade. The num- 
ber of articles on which duty is leviedis very 
small, and the tariff is arranged with a view to 
revenue strictity. The poliey works well. On 
most imported articles there is absolute free 
trade. 

R.—You do not think, then 
facturing interests need to 
high tariff? 

r. McC.—No; not at present. It might, 
perbaps, have been? wise, when our man- 
ufactures were in their infancy, to have fostered 
them so far as possible through a tariff, but 1 
think that time has passed. I believe that our 
country ought to be the creditorand not the 
debtor nation. With our magnificent re- 
sources, our immense productions, and our al- 
most unlimited possibilities, our exports should 
exceed imports. Wise policy wil soon bring 
this t without the intercession of the unjust 
tariff, and when this state of affairs is brought 
about bailion wili flow into the country, and 
specie payment will be an easy matter. 

B.—The argument is f rev, — by the 
Protectionists that it is unfair to bring our manu- 
factures into direct’ competition with those of 
Europe, because of the large difference between 
wages paid skilled labor in the old country and 
America. What is your observation on this sub- 

ect ? 

Mr. McC.—There is very litt le, if any,difference 
between wages } ey skilled labor in England and 
this country. wages paid there are not 80 
large as bere, but the purchasing power of a dol- 
lar there is much greater than here. I think 
the condition of the English skilled laborers, 
mechanics, ce artisans will compare favorably 
with that of the same classes in América. Com- 
parison will not, however, hold good as to un- 
skilled laborers, who are vastly better off in this 
countsy than in Europe.

Patrol.“ 

Mr. George C. Clark, the President of the 
Board, called the meeting to order, and stated 
that, to fully explain the object of the meeting, 
it would be necessary to read 

THE LAW 
in regard to which this meeting had been called. 
The Secretary, Mr. Alfred Wright, then read 


the following section of the act above referred

Sec. 2. In the month of July of each year, there 
shall be held a meeting of said Board of Underwriters, 
of which ten days’ previous notice shall be inserted in 
at least one daily paper, published in the city where

Those whose property was destroyed 
are too busy in collecting insurance to be able 
to say definitely what they will do next.

AMONG THE ARCHITECTS 
yesterday revealed the fact that but one or two 
persons have fully decided when and how to 
rebuild upon the burnt ground, 

Mr. Van Osdel has plans and specifications 
for two new buildings upon Wabash avenue, 
while arrangements for a third are in process of 
completion. Of the two first mentioned, the 
first is a three-story brick, with basement, 
of 40 feet front upon Wabash avenue, 
west side, and just south of Jackson 
street. The front is to be of pressed 
brick, with stone trimmings. The lower floor 
will be used for stores, and the two upper for 
apartments on the French flat plan The build- 
ing is to be 90 feet deep. 

The other is a building of 80 feet front on 
Wabash avenue, fronting east, near Van Buren. 
Four stores will occupy the lower floor. In all 
respects of arrangement and architecture it will 
be the same as the one above described. Both 
are owned by Mr. Frank Stevens. 

A third structure, to be built upon the south- 
east corner of Wabash avenue and Harrison 
street, of which, however, no jculars can 
yet be given, 18 also 8 certainty. 

Architects concur in the expectation that the 
French flat system will be quite generally in- 
troduced in portions of the burnt district and 
adjacent resident quarters. The demand 
for them may estimated from the 
fact that in the case of 
Smith’s new building upon Clark street, north 
of Van Baren, there have been more than three 
applications for every apartment or set of apart- 
ments. 

It is not expected that any further business 
blocks will be coutracted for upon Wabash ave- 
nue south of Harrison street. 

LOOKING OVER THE GROUND. 

A reporter of Tun Tammo, yesterday fore- 
noon, took astroll through the burut district on 
tae South Side for the purpose of observing to 
what extent improvements were making. In 
the district west of Staie street, property-own- 
ers are awaiting the action of the Board of Pub- 
lic Works in opening up Dearborn street. On 
Fourth avenue, nothing is going on except the 
repairing of houses on the west side of the 
street which were scorched by the fire. 

Atthe corner of Third avenue and Harrison 
street the firemen of the Skinner Fire-Escape 
and Hook and Ladder Company No. 1 were en- 
gaged in tearing down the dangerous ruins of 
the Jones School. Carpenters, under the super- 
intendency of Mr. Ward, were engaged in roof- 
ing over the boiler-house, the walls of which 
were not much ed. 

Directly south of this school Mr. P. A. Newton 
is building a two-story and basement brick house, 
22x52 feet, in the rear of which work has been 
commenced on a two-story brick barn, 26x56 feet, 
designed for his milk business, 

Mr. Frederick Miller, a milk-dealer, at No. 173 
Third avenue, has commenced work on a barn in 
the rear of his lot, andis pushing the work as 
fast as possible. 

On State street the work of improvement is 
going on at amore rapid rate, though that is 
slow enough. At 381 State, Louis Hempel is 
clearing away the rubbish to make way fora 
one-story brick building, 20x30. At 321 State, 
Mrs. Tierney is putting up a two-story brick sa- 
loon. P. Harvey, the plumber, still occupies the 
tent on the ground 449 State street. Mr. Buck- 
holtz retains possession of the land. Ai 436 
State street, Gabriel Steiger has em ed a 
large force of men in clearing away the rubbish. 
He will rebuild at once. 

Potter Palmer will at once begin the erec- 
tion of a block of stores on the corner of Van 
Buren and State streets. It is said that Allen 
& Mackey will occupy the one fronting Van 
Buren street, and H. M. Wilmarth & Co. 
those facing State street. C. August Vogel 
will immediately begin the erection of two brick 
stores at 373 and 375 State street. At 317 State, 
J. D. Terry will begin in a few days to build a 
thre@story and basement brick store. P. ONeill 
bas about tweuty-five women engaged in clear- 
ing away the rubbish of his buildings, 357 and 
359 State street. He, too, will rebuild at once, 
Wood's Hotel and the St. James will be rebuilt 
at once, as has already been stated in these col- 
umns. 

On Wabash avenue nothing whatever was 
going on in regard to rebuilding. At No. 335, 

iam E. Spencer was engaged in emptying two 
vaults, in which he had stored as much of his 
stock as wae possible when the fire reached him. 
As his goods were chiefly of a hardware charac- 
ter, such as guns and pistols, very little damage 
was done them, | 

On Michig zu avenue the ruins of the Michigan 
Avenue Hote! still obstruct the street. Every-

One noticeable and good work in the burnt 
district is the placing of rails along the edge of 
the pavemcnot to prevent accidents. This and 
the work of filling up exposed * vaults is 
carried on by the Board of Public Works. A 
force of men are at work shutting off the gas 
aud water, and repairing the street-iamps. 

If the city were unwise enough to allow the 
construction of wooden houses the burnt district 
would be half rebuilt,fbeyond a doubt. As it is, 
there are about balf a dozen sheds in differens

THE ROBINSON BROTHERS. 

Whether guilty or innocent, the Robinson 
brothers, Abraham and Isaac, have a combina- 
tion of circumstances thrown around them wluch 
point decidedly toward the former conclusion, as 
will be seen from the following: 

Last Saturday they were indicted by the 
Grand Jury, and yesterday arrested by Detective 
Tyrrell, to answer before the Criminal Court, 
Judge Farwell subsequehtly releasing them 
from custody on their furnishing ball 
in the sum of $2,000 each. Thus will 
the demands of the people be satisfied, unless 
the prisoners “jamp” the city. They will have 
ample opportunity, under the circumstances, to 
present their side of the case, and free them- 
selves from the charge that they were the au- 
thors of the recent fiendish attempt to blow up 
a building and fire the adjoining structures, in- 
eluding their hotel. Their house has been the 
source of mach complaint. It was there the lace 
robbers hid their spoils, and now comes a 
responsible man, and accuses them of having a 
hand in robbing him, and subsequently lying to 
screen themselves at a time when they never 
expected return, On the night of Jan. 6 
last, Mr. Higgins, a brother of Judge Van H. 
Higgins, of this city, arrived here and stopped 
at the Robinson House. When he awoke iu the 
morning he found that his trunk had been 
broken open and robbed of #10950. He 
immediately reported the matter to the proprie- 
tora, who informed him that they knew nothing 
of it, and that, inasmuch as his trunk was in his 
room, they were not responsible for the loes. I. 
being necessary for him to leave the city on 
business without delay, Mr. Higgins left the 
matter in the hands of Sidney Thomas, and that 
gentleman endeavored to effect a compromire 
with the Robinsons, but they would 
not entertain it. He then began suit 
against chem before Justice Hamill. and Ater the 
case had rested in that court for three weeks, 
the Robinsons took a change of venne to Jus- 
tice Roelie, where another three weeks’ delay 
occurred before a trial was held. Here the Rob- 
insous swore they had made a compromise wich 
Higgins, giving him 654. four boxes of cigars, 
and a receipted bill for eight days board. 

Lately, Higgins returned to the city, and 
when informed by Mr. Thomas of what had 
occurred, he was astonished im the extreme, 

and aeserted that he had never effected an 
adjustment of the matter in any manner. 
He has therefore sworn out a warrant 
for the arrest of the Robinsons, and Detective 
Tyrrell has the document in hand, and will prob- 
ably serve it to-day. Tins status of the matter 
involves larceny aod perjury, and in connection 
with the gunpowder plot certainly places the 
Robinson brothers in an unenviadble piight. |

GEN. A. C. HARDING. 

Gen. Abner C. Harding, of Monmonth, War- 
ren County, died at his residence in that city 
Sunday evening after a long and painful at- 
tack of the malady known as Bright's disease.” 

The General was born in East Hampton, Mid- 
diesex County, Conn., on the 10th of February, 
1807, and was nently 67 years of age at the 
time of his death. He received bis earlier edu- 
cation at the Hamilton College, New York, where 
he developed that quickuess of perception and 
steady attention to duty for which he was so 
noted in after life. 

After leaving college, where he graduated with 
honors, he decided upon the legal profession as 
the one most suitable alike to his tastes and abil- 
itiea, and after a thorough training he com- 
m practice in On County, New York. 
There. however, his sphere of usefulness proved 
too limited, and with characteristic confidence 
he came W and settled in . Warren 
County, in this State, where he soon acquired 
both a large praétice and a most enviable rep- 
utaton. The dry details and the weary routine 
which are always the accompaniment of a law- 
ver s life were relieved for a number of years in 
the management of a number of farms, which 
the Geveral not only made models for the sur- 
rounding district, but which proved highly re- 
munerative, amd laid the foundation of the im- 
mense fortune which Mc, Harding has left. 

in Gen. ing was selected as a mem- 
ber of the Illinois Constitutional Convention,” 
and served to such good burpose in that capacity 
that the same year eaw him a member of the 
State Legisiature, which position he held with:

A STABBING CASE,

One of the consequences of the fire that will 
be generally regretted is the utter failure of the 
attempt to raise a fund for poor children’s ex- 
cursions. There is too much reason to believe 
that the fire has furnished a convenient pretext 
for a retreat to persons who aimed at a reputa- 
tion for charity and yet were unwilling to earn it 
by honest effort. The gentlemen who signed 
the cull for the meeting at which the poor chil- 
dren’s interests were considered have virtually 
begged off from the fulfillment of the obliga- 
tions then assumed on a pleaof poverty. Not 
ene in ten of them lost s penny by the fire. 


There gan no longer be anv doubt that the gov- 
erning power in this city is heartily in accord 
with the public sentiment expressed at the meet- 
ing of Saturday night. An ordinance passed the 
Common Council last evening making the fire 
and city limits coextensive. This action was an- 
ticipated by the Board of Public Works at a 
meeting in the afternoon, when it was deter- 
mined to require the immediate removal of all 
wooden buildings erected within the old fire- 
limits since the fire of 1871. Now that the first 
move in the right direction has been made, we 
hope that there will be no rest until the end is 
reached. The reformation is but just begun.

Tereshins Menemori, H. O. J. M., Japanese 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, has written a letter 
to his Excellency J. A. Bingham, Envoy Extraor- 
dinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of the 
United States of America, to say that the Japau- 
ese Government will take great satisfaction in 
making known among its subjects that on the 
occasion of the centennial anuiversary of Ameri- 
can independence there will be opened in the 
United States an international exhibition. He 
also informs him that those who desire to ex- 
hibit Japanese productions, manufactures, etc., 
will receive from the Government every assist- 
ancé and convenience for that purpose. A Na- 
tional Commission from Japan is to be appointed 
to take charge of the articles to be sent; and 
that, in all probability, a special Commission 
will be sent to co-operate in the celebration of 
American independence, and to demonstrate the 
friendship of Japan for the United States. 
Japan moves. 


The Hon. Hugh McCulloch, ex-Secretary 
of the Treasury, engaged in what may be 


called an open conversation with a news- 


paper reporter at Fort Wayne yesterday. The 
interview is given in another column. Mr. 
McCulloch’s views have been public property 
for many years past, yet a restatement of. 
them at this time is peculiarly refreshing, and 
certainly worth the while. Public men are so 
apt at taking in a fresh stock of opinions 
and casting out the old, without giv- 
ing far notice to their countrymen, 
that we cannot be sure of anybody who 
does not go on the record six times a year. Mr. 
McCulloch has struck out a line that is in some 
respects new. He favors a return to specie pay- 
ments at the earliest day practicable. He does 
not, however, believe that legislation to that 
end at the present time would be expedient. He 
would have the Government “develop the 
resources of the country,” reprees speculation, 
and stimulate honest industry. In using this 
language he would not be understood as advo- 
cating a protective tariff. The kind of develop- 
ment” and “stimulation” which Mr. McCul- 
loch would like, is mot very clear; we 
do not mean to be ungenerous in sug~ 
gesting that it may comprehend, among 
other blessings, a heavy subsidy to the 
Northern Pacific Railway. However this may be, 
Mr. McCulloch has certainly made a departure 
from his old record. He says that the time to 
resume specie payments was just at the close of 
the War, aud follows this up with the statement 
already noticed, that resumption at present is 
inexpedient. The coherence of this argument 
is not apparent. 


The Address of the Republican Congressional 
Committee to the people of the United States is 
not a lively document. It commences with a 
chapter of ancient history, and not avery en- 
tertaining one at that, embracing a review of the 
period of Jackson, Van Buren, Harrison, Tyler, 
Polk, Taylor, Fillmore, Pierce, and Buchanan. 
The rescue of Martin Koszta and the war with 
Mexico, are described as “bullying” weaker 
Powers; the old Ostend Conference is repro- 
duced to show that there were designs on Cuba. 
It is claimed that it gives “‘ piquancy” to the 
story of the Ostend affair to state that two of 
the Ambassadors were afterwards Rebels, but 
no mention is made of the “ piquant” fact that 
among the signers of this address is the name of 
at least one of the earliest and most conspicuous 
Rebels and Secessiéhists. 

Attention is called to the fact that, during these 
thirty years, European nations refused to recog- 
nize the right of their citizens to denationalize 
themselves, and the inference is that the Repub- 
lican party so frightened the Powers of Europe 
that they abandoned that policy. Here is the 
suggestion : 

But after seeing our pitiful army of 11,000 men 
suddenly swollen by volunteers to nearly a million, 
she (Great Britain) wisely concluded it was not 
worth while to fight another war in defense of that 
principle, and by peaceful negotiation she has re- 
pealed the law she so long and so obstinately held to 
be irrepealable. Germany has followed that wise ex- 
ample, or rather set the example. Belgium, Sweden, 
Norway, and Denmark have done the same, and now 
when the Republic grants the boon of citizenship to 


one of Irish, English, German, or Scandinavian birth, 
the grant is recognized in the land of his nativity. 


Think bow old Kaiser William, and Queen 
Victoria, and all the other Kings and potentates 
of Europe, must have trembled when our War 
was over lest we should invade their dominions, 
and the alacrity with which they made the 
treaties recognizing the doctrine of expatriation! 
It is a singular comment on this bit of childish 
gasconade to state that nearly, if not all, these 
treaties were made with European Powers by 
Andrew Johoson, and not by the Republican 
party at all. The same address recalle the Dem- 
ocratic abandonment of 54:40 or fight in the 
case of the Oregon boundary, and in the matter 
of the northeast boundary, though we believe it 
was Mr. Webster who settled the latter; it de- 
nounces the Democratic party because, spending 
only “‘ from fifty to seventy-five millions of dol- 
lars per annum,” it dared not levy a tax “ except 
on the importation of a foreign commodity, 
and it always dreaded to tax the im- 
portation of a foreign commodity lest it 
might unwillingly promote some domes- 
tic industry.” The address truthfully contraste 
this with the actionof the Republican party, 
which bravely levies taxes that would not be tol- 
erated in any country in Europe, and which has 
‘ increased the current expenses of the Govern- 
ment in time of peace from $50,000,000 or 
$75,000,000 a year to nearly $300,000,000. A 
large portion of the address is devoted to the 
early history of the Louisville & Portland Canal; 
to the fact that there wae, during that period of 
thirty years, a mall army and an inexpensive 
navy. It omits to mention that the money 
stolen by the Credit-Mobilier society from the 
Government and the people equaled in the ag- 
Fregatte the whole cost of the Mexican War, 
including the purchase of New Mexico and Cal- 
| ifornis. The Fugitive Glave law of 1850 is also

low taxes, and this, too, despite the fact that 
among the signers of the address are some per- 
sons who volunteered to execute that act. 

Among the achievements claimed for the Re- 
publican party is that the rates of postage to all 
parts of the world (except France) have been 
reduced. The present rates of American post- 
‘age were fixed before the War; the rates of 
postage in European and other countries have 
been reduced by the Governments of those 
countries, and with this reduction the Republi- 
can party has about as much to do as it had 
with the arrival and departure of the last comet. 
Among the items claimed for the Republican 
party is the increase of population since 1860 ; 
the addition of 30,000 miles of railway since 
1861; the Pacific Railway, including, of course, 
the Credit Mobilier ; and that in 1861 the nation 
owed but sixty millions of dollars, and sold its 
bonds at 94 cents (gold) om the eve of a re- 
bellion ; and now, in 1874, nine years after the 
War, the same bonds are worth $1.10 (currency) ; 
and this, the address says, shows that in the 
thirteen years since 1861 the Government has 
“advanced its credit throughout the money 
markets of the world fully 33 per cent”! 

The object of all this review of the national 
history is to show the people that the only sal- 
vation of the country is to elect nothing but Re- 
publicans to Congress this fall The address 
promises that, if this be done, the Republican 
party will regulate railroad freights without 
legislation, and do something for the currency 
as soon as they can agree upon à policy. 

It will strike the reader as a significant 
fact that the name of the President is 
mentioned but once in the address, and 
that he is not indorsed or commended 
in the faintest manner, He is as much 
ignored as ie Andrew Johnson. The address it- 
self is an anti-Grant Republican appeal to the 
people to re-elect the salary-grabbers of the 
last Congress ; and, to induce the people to do 
this, the address asks the voters to consider the 
Fugitive Slave law, the Koszta case, the nortb- 
east boundary, the Rebellion, and the Adminis- 
tration of James K. Polk. 


TRE FOURTH ILLINOIS DISTRICT. 

The Fourth Congressional District of Lilinois, 
composed of the Counties of Kane, DeKalb, 
McHenry, Boone, and Winnebago, will soon be 
in a turmoil. Preparations are making for call- 
ing the Republican Congressional Convention, 
and the event is looked for with anxiety by many. 
Fora long time a Republican nomination in 
this district has been equivalent to an election, 
but it is not so regarded now. Four years ago 


Stoughton nearly defeated Farnsworth, and two 
years since Hurlbut, though elected by a large 
majority, can thaok his fortane that he ran in a | 
Presidential campaign, else his tale of large | 
majorities would have been sensibly curtailed. 
This district being thickly settled bas a large 
number of office-holders. From long-continued 
success they have become a phalanx, almost in- 
vulnerable in the primaries, and when working in 
harmony cao handle all the noisy and loose 
elements in politica—the class that can always 
turn out toa caucus aod can furnish delegates 
trained to obey commands. The office-holders 
will use their influence to secure the renomi- 
nation of Gen. Huribut,and they calculate by the 
use of old war-cries to lead the farming com- 
munity into support of the regular nominee. 
Gen. Hurlbut and his friends are confident that 
with the seal of the regular nomination they 
can carry the district. 
It is stated, however, that, should Huribut be 
renominated, the friends of Gen. Farnsworth, 
irrespective of party or previous condition of 
servitude, will ask him to become a candidate 
upon a simple platform of his public record and 
well-known views upon national affairs. It is 
alleged that all the charges he laid at the door 
of the Republican party two years since have 
been proved true; and their ample justification, 
and his efficiency as a parliamentarian, and his 
courage and readiness as a debater, which made 
him, perhaps, the most efficient member on the 
floor of the Forty-second Congress, are now 
recalled with admiration by many who voted 
for Hurlbut two years ago. He has 
in every township active and enterprising 
friends who are quietly counting up their forces, 
prepared, if deemed best, for a campaign that 
will make a more lively time than the Fourth 
District has ever seen before. Should a hearty 
co-operation of the elements of the opposition 
be effected, it would be pretty certain to sweep 
the district. ‘ 
The past week or so has developed yet another 
candidate,—the Hon. C. W. Marsh, of bDeKalb,— 
who, it is said, will enter the lists for a-regular 
nomination against Gen. Harlbut. Mr. M., as 
a State Senator, served with credit to his dis- 
trict and honor to himself. He is aman of good 
practical sense, little or no rhetorical display, 
but of good bearing. He has achieved position 
and wealth by his inventive talent, is a practical 
agricultarist, and has a numerous following of 
friends, He can carry DeKalb County, and 
oHenry at least doubtful; and it is re- 
9 several Kane County politicians 
have taken a contract to deliver its delegation to 
him provided he can secure two other counties. 
Winnebago County has been restless for years, 
and it is impossible to tell what its choice will 
be. Meanwhile, a number of local candidates 
have hoisted a piratical flag, expecting to 
receive future consideration from whomsoever 
may be the victor. The real contest will in all 
probability be between Hurlbut, Marsh, and 
Farnsworth. . 
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HOW THEY BUILD IN PARIS. 

Safety in a lurge city from small or great fires 
must begin in the construction of the buildings. 
It ie to this poiut that the ordinances of the 
cities of the Old World are directed, and no one 
thinks of violating them. Take as an example 
the way building is done in Paris, where one can 
reside for months and scarcely hear an alarm of 
fire, much lees see a conflagration. 

If the owner of alot determines to improve 
it, he make his plans, or has his architect, as 
here, make forhim. He must then submit 
them, with specifications, to the proper depart- 
ment of the Government. If the location of 
any flue, or any of the materials proposed 
to be used, or any deficit in any part 
of the plan, would be likely to cause a fire, 
an order is made to the plan or the ma- 


cations in hand, and no “ slighting” on the 
part of owners or contractors is tolerated for a 
moment. These regulations have been in force 
tor generations. Kings, Emperors, and the Re- 
public alike eaforce them. Hence, when the 
Commune held Paris for weeks, nobody feared 
they would burn it down. The little they did 
burn they were obliged to saturate with petro- 
lehm before they could effect their purpose, and 
When a fire cccars there, both owner and ten- 
ant are held toe strict scsounsability for dam- 
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ages. They must show that they are not direct- 
ly or indirectly responsible for it. Moreover, 
the owner is liable to parties on either side of 
him if they are damaged by fire originating on 
his premises. Hence each owner insures not 
only his own building, but the one on each side 
of him. This is no great hardship, for the cost 
of insurance where such care is exercised in the 
construction of buildings is merely a nominal 
sum. We are quite sure there is more capital rep- 
resented and more business done in insurance in 

a single block on LaSalle street than in all Paris. 

There was probably more loss in this city last 
Tuesday than Paris has suffered by fires (not 
started by the Commune or by mobs) in the 
present century, Henee our past and future 
great fires—and it is impossible for us as the city 
is now built to escape several of them—must be 
charged to our own reckless folly. 

With the exception of the wooden buildings 
and shanties erected contrary to law since the 
great fire of 1871, Chicago must take the chances 
on the immense number of fire-traps now in the 
city; but there will never be a better time to 
begin to build on the Paris plan than 
the present. Gradually the city would 
then approach a condition of comparative 
safety. In the meantime, it should do 
the best it can to guard against future great 
fires. Make the fire-limits tue boundary of the 
city; establish a broad avenue around the main 
business section ; make water conduits from the 
river on either side for half a mile; reorganize 
and strengthea the Fire Department ; in fact, do 
everything that can be done to put out the fires 
where they are sure to occur; but let us profit 
by the experience of European cities, and build 
in the future so that in a generation or two Chi- 
cago will be as secure against fireas Paris, 
Rome, Berlin, or Vienna. 


THE ISOTHERMAL THEORY OF INTEMPEB- 


The isothermal theory of intemperance was 
first scientifically defined by the Massachusetts 
Board of Health in its report for 1871. Ite Chair- 
man, the well-known Dr. Bowditch, of Boston, 
contribated to that report a paper in support of 
this theorem: 


Intemperance prevails the world over, but it i@very 
rare at the equator. The tendency increases saccord- 
ing to latitüde, becoming more frequent, and more 
brutal and disastrous in its effects on man and 30 
ciety, as we approach the northern regions. 


By collating correspondence from many points, 
Dr. Bowditch came to the conclusion that man 
would drink something alcoholic; that a cure for 
his inclination to drink could not be found; and 
that the best prevention consisted in the supply 
of beer, ale, and light wine, to the exclusion of 


liquor, properly so-called. We have commended 


this theory, from time to time, as one which was 
supported by many facts, and which was a 
needed instance of scientific treatment of a sub- 
ject that has defied religious and political con- 
trol. 

Certain well-meaning advocates of the State’s 
enacting an Eleventh Commandment, ‘Thou 
shalt not drink,” have found in the details we 
gave on Sunday of temperance-reform in Sweden 
and in the recently reported fact of growing m- 
toxication in Japan crushing arguments againet 
the isothermal theory. Sweden,“ they say, 
“is north of the line of 50 deg. mean an- 
nual temperature, which, according to this 
theory, marks the southern limit of the zone of 
drunkenness; yet Sweden is throwing off the 
vice. Japan is south of that line; yet Japan is 
acquiring it. The idea is therefore nonsense.” 
The objectors are too confident. The framers 
of the isothermal theory did not consider it as 
the statement of a grinding, inevitable fact, 


“which, as the Baltimore American puts it, 


**doomed Sweden to eternal drunkenness.” 
They regarded it as the statement of a tendency, 
which might be modified by race, education, 
legislation, and other causes. Dr. Bowditch, in 
summing up his essay, says: 

Intemperance is modified by raca . . Races 
may be educated to evil by bad laws or by the intro- 
duction of bad habits. . . A race, when it emi- 
grates, carries its habite with ft, and, for a time at 
least, those ha bits may override all climatic law. 


These, and other, qualifications, all of them 
fully expregsed by Dr. Bowditch himself, serve 
to plain the exceptions to his rule. Take the 
two cases already cited, Sweden and Japan. 
Drunkenness has decreased in the former under 
regulating, not prolubiting, laws, under careful 
measures to secure purity in liquor, under a 
higher tone of public opinion on the question of 
drink. All these agencies for the suppression of 
the vice are mentioned by Dr. Bowditch. The 
story about intemperance in Japan resolves itself 
into the fact that English and American sailors 
have been repeatedly arrested in Yokohama for 
crazy drunkenness. The final sentence of our 
last quotation from the Board of Health’s re- 
port explains this exception to the rule. That 
rule is not, by the way, that there is no drunk- 
enness below the isothermal line of 50 deg. 
and eternal drunkenness above it. It is that 
this vice is more common aboye than below, and 
that the farther from the equator a man lives 
the more likely he is to drink to excess. 

We have been thus particular in meeting the 
objections to the isothermal theory, drawn from 
Sweden and Japan, because that theory forma, 
as we have said, almost the only attempt at sci- 
entific treatment of a subject which belongs 
wholly to science and not at all to religion or 
politics,—as the word “politica” is used now, 


No man who has not studied that theory is com- 


petent to help frame a liquor law, yet we 
doubt whether one out of a hunired of the 
legislators who have lately been busy in making 
such laws has ever heard of the isothermal the- 
ory of intemperance. The adjective would prob- 
ably floor balf of them at the outset.

AMERICANS MARRIED ABROAD. 

A recent decision made by a French Court, the 
Tribunel de la Seine, holds that marriages sol- 
emnized at the residence of a foreign Minister, 
resident in France, are not marriages at all. By 
a fiction of mternational law, the residence of 
an Ambassador or Minister is considered for cer- 
tain purposes part of the territory of the coun- 
fry be represents. It has been sometimes 
thought that a person married at the Ambasaa- 
dor’s house was, in contemplation of law, mar- 
ried in the Ambassador’s country. It is not un- 
usual for Americans marrying abroad, and mar- 


rving foreigners, to have the ceremony cele- 


brated at the residence of the American 
Minister. To those who have been wmar- 
ried in this way, to French citizens at 
least, the decision above referred to will appear 
not a little startling. The French Court holds 
that an Ambassador's residence is to be consid- 
ered the territory of the State he represents only 
in respect to diplomatic acts. Ita extra-terri- 
toriality does not extend to civil acps affecting 
the citazens of the country to which the Ambas- 
sador is accredited. A marriage contracted at a 
Minister's residence between a French woman 
aed a foreigner has no ersten, on account of 
the incompetency of the foreign official who 
solemmized it. The fiction of extra-territoriality 


ily, and the agents appointed by his own Gov- 
ernment. In French jurisprudence the privi- 
lege does not extend to persons of the 
same nationality eas the Minister, but 
without any diplomatic character, and only at- 
tached to his service. Moch leas can it be ex- 
tended to persons of different nationality. 
The Ambassador himself and those attached to 
the Embassy might consider it foreign territory, 
and draw up documents there which grould affect 
them only as if drawn up in their own country, 
but documents drawn there for any other per- 
son are without civil effect. 

In view of this decision we advise all our 
American friends who bave married French wives 
or husbaods at our Minister’s residence in Paris 
to have the ceremony performed over again in 
this country, lest the Tribune de la Seine or some 
other tribunal should have the hard-heartedness 
to inform them that their wedding-day 1s in the 
future, 


SOUTH CAROLINA. 

Thomas J. Robertson, United States Senator 
from South Carolina, has, ina recent interview 
with a reporter of the Charleston News and 
Courier, told what he knew of the feeling of the 
President and of Congress, and in the North 
generally, concerning affairs in South Carolina. 
The account he has given is, on the whole, a 
very satisfactory one; such that it affords 
ground to hope that the reign of corruption in 
the Palmetto State is drawing to a close, 
He told the full truth when he said 
that the sentiment in the North is 
im favor of the honest people of the South 
and against the corrupt Government of the 
Southern States, especizlly of Alabama, Lou- 
isiana, Arkansas, and South Carolina. We are 
glad to hear from Mr. Robertson that even the 
President is disgusted with the manner in which 
things have been managed, and that, as far asin 
him lies, he insists that the Republican party in 
South Carolina shall purify iteelf, and that he 
would rather see the State Government pass 
into the hands of the Democratic party than 
continue under the corrupt control which had 
reduced it to its present despicable plight. 
Senator Robertson said also that Congress was, 
if possible, more sore about the cor- 
ruption existing in the States of Lou- 
isiann and South Caroline than the 
President. He accousted for the snubbing of 
the south Carolina Tax-Payers’ Committee, last 
spring, by the fact that, on the very day the Com- 
mittee called on him, the President had been 
shown a copy of Gen. Gary’s speech in the Con- 
vention, and that he was, on account of it, in a 
graff humor. This feeling of the President and 
of Congress, to which Senator Robertson testi- 
fies, as well as the sentiment of the Northern 
people, and the course of Republican papers like 
the New York Times and even Harper's Weekly. 
in condemning the corruptionist party in South 
Carolina, are all hopeful signs that a brighter 
day is about to dawn for that unfortunate 
State. 


ALBERT GRANT. 

* Albert Grant, Liberal-Conservative member 
of Parliament from Kidderminster, has been un- 
seated for corrupt practices in securing his elec- 
tion.” So the cable said, a day or two since. 
The career of this man points a moral—to the 
disadvantage of America. He is enormously 
wealthy. The men who have bought from him 
shares in countless moonshine schemes are not 
wealthy. His fortune is an apt exemplification 
of Proudhon'’s famous and foolish saving, 
„Property is robbery.” By fowting sham se- 
curities on the market, by propping up with his 
name cities that were laid out on paper, and 
railroads that lacked the first tie, and mines that 
pick had never touched, and mercantile compa- 
nies that traded in gullibility instead of merchan- 
dise, and manufacturing companies that manu- 
factured bad certificates of indebtedness in- 
stead of good wares,—in sbort, by duping his 
fellow-men, Albert Grant built up « colossal 
fortune. He served Mammon and got his re- 
ward. When the Liberal Ministry went out, 
Gladstone exercised the Premier’s privilege of 
scattering titles among his friends. Grant be- 
came Sir Albert Grant, Bart. By this time he 
had secured his election to Parliament from 
Kidderminster. All Kidderminster makes car- 
pets. The wily Baronet, with an eye to this fact, 
announced that he was about to build a spacious 
mansion, which would be carpeted throughout 
with the fabrics of Kidderminster. Then he as- 
sured each manufacturer, in secret, that he 
would secure the valuable job of furnishing the 
needed carpets. The result was that every 
manufacturer voted for him and did all he could 
to induce his men to do likewise. Our ex- 
changes give no particulars of corruption fur- 
ther than this, but it is probable that this orna- 
ment of British smob-ocracy did more or 
less direct vote-buying. So far, his career finds 
many parallels in America.

Murder and Highway Sobbery in 
Lowa.

Davenport, la., July 20.—Yesterday morning 
a German named Fred Keller was arrested in 
this city by Officer Niles, at the instance of an 
officer from Columbus Junction, Ia. He is 
charged with murder and highway robbery, the 
facts of which are as follows: On Thureday 
last the prisoner fell in with a drover at Colum- 
bus Junction, who had just sold some stock, and 
they commenced drinking, the drover getting 
drunk.

THE BOGUS SAFE BURGLARY. 
Spectat Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune, 
SECRETARY BRISTOW'S IDEAS OF THE SECRET SERB- 

, VICE. 

Wasninortoy, D. C., July 20.—Solicitor Wilson 
returned from New York on Saturday, but re- 
ceived information regarding the safe burglary 
business, which started him back last night.

Mr. Wilson 
had recommended that the secret-service be 
abolished, aud the amount necessary to carry on 
the present system placed with the District 
Attorneys and Marshals, to be used in paying 
rewards for information. He supposed that this 
idea had occurred to Mr. Wilson from having 
been a District Attorney, and the idea, probably 
from the same cause, had struck bim as good. 
He could see, however, on afterthought, chat it 
would place the appropriation beyond the con- 
trol of the Secretary of the Treasury, who was 
the officer designated by law to disburse it. 

HE HAD THOUGHT A GREAT DEAL 

of the matter, but could not as yet see his way 
clear.

the reach of water, or fails to attract attention, 
until the building is in a blaze. ; 

I would also suggest covering the ceilings of 
dur stores with galvanized iron, so that in case 
the fire should occur inside the store, it would 
not so rapidly communicate to the stories above. 
These cei could be corrugated and painted, 
and made to look very uandsome with center- 
pieces and other ornaments screwed on to them. 

Anotber excellent protection to our stores and 
pone 2 would {be iron shuttera; and 
theré sbould be a law ee. owners to pro- 
vide their buildings with them, and also require 
them to see to the closing of them after business 
hours; aud when left open, the police should re- 
port, and the offenders be fined. 

Another matter needing attention is the man- 
nes of putting up galvanized iron cornices, now 
80 popular. This is one of the deceptions of the 
age; they convey the impression of being sub- 
stantial, and a confiding public believes in them, 
while at the same time they are no more 
substantial than a paper cornice would be, 
painted and sanded. If exposed to the heat 
of’a fire across the street, they roll up like pa 
per, while the solder on the joints he hy and 
they drop to pieces, thus leaving the roof boards 
and other wood work exposed. With tar and 
felt above to add fuel to the flame, can any one 
wonder that our buildings burn? Now, in the 
first place, if we use these cornices, the manu- 
facturers of them should be obliged to rivet the 
joints, and support the cornice on iron brackets 
aud the ordinance in regard to fire walls should 
be changed so as to make the front wall run up, 
say, 1 foot above the roof. This wall can be 
made ornamental either by treating it as a para- 
pet wall, or by putting a cresting on top of it. 

One more suggestion: See that our fire ordi- 
nance is enforced, Poor as it is, it is better 
tfan none; have men in office, building inspect- 
ors, who have the moral courage to do their duty, 
and not allow buildings to go up with 8-inch 
walle, or with vo walls at all between thom.

* CISTERNS.

It occurred to me, before read- 
ing such suggestions, that such cisterns could 
be made and filled from the present artesian 
wells, where the water is not used all the time

Ifa series of cisterns were built, connected 
by pipes, so that when one was full, the waste- 
water would fill the next, and so on ad infinitam, 
this would need no pumping, take nothing from 
our present supply of water, and be a great ad- 
dition to present supply, and engines could be 
placed nearer together, and be far more effective 
than pumping from one to another, or drawing 
from a plug a long distance from the fire. Why 
cannot the city utilize the water now, I believe, 
running to waste from the artesian well on the 
old site of Dickinson & Leach’s distillery. 
on Indiana street? The cost of these wells and 
cisterns might be, at the outset, considerable, 
but so will any or all other plans of safety that 
have been or hereaf:er may be suggested.

PROTECT THE BUSINESS SECTION, 
To the Editor af Tl Chicago (ribune : 

Sin: If “in the multitude of counselors 
there is wisdom,” Chicago has no reason to com- 
plain, aud snould be abie to decide, wisely and 
well, what measures are necessary and best 
adapted to secure the city, and especially the 
business section, from wide-spread and destruc- 
uve fires in the future. 

While the wholesale destruction by fire of the 


cheap wooden buildings forming the homes of 
tue largest portion of the population of the city 
would be a great calamity, it is by vo means the 
greatest calamity that could betali Chicago, as 
these houses could be rebailt without materially 
allecting the interests of the city. But the de- 
struction of the business section of tue city by 
fire would bea much greater calamity, and one 
which would be fraught with the most terrible 
consequences to all classes of the community. 

The objective point then is, or should be, the 
business section of the city, Let this be sur- 
rounded by certain reasonably extensive fire- 
limite, extending north aud south from Madison 
street, and west from Clark street, inside of 
which none but substantial brick, stone, or iron 
buildings shall be erected, and from which all 
wooden and other dangerous buildiogs shall be 
removed in a certain specitied time. Streets 300 
feet wide should form the boundary liue of such 
fire-limits, and should be opened up as soon as 
practicable, particularly south aod west of the 
rebuilt and business section. The complete’ 
isolation of the brick section of, the city trom 
the wooden sections, in the manner described, 
seems to me the only practical method which 
promises to be reasonabiy effective, This, with 
the reorganization and increase of the Fire De- 
partment, and au enlarged water supply, would 
put the business section of the city im a good 
state of defense from fire from without, and in- 
crease the means of successfully resisting it in 
the wooden districts. 

The extension of the fire-limite to the limits 
of the city seems to me wholl; uncailed for, and 
would be productive of no good resuits. Besides, 
there are some fatal objections to this proposi- 
tion. Im the first place, such an ordinance will 
neither secure the city against the ravages of 
fire in the future, nor prevent their occurrence. 
In the next place, such an ordinance will prove 
injurious to the industrious working classes who 
pulation, and who 
are so Vitally necessary to the growth and pros- 
perity of the city. Furthermore, as whole sec- 
tions of the city are built almost entirely of 
wood, and will, probably, largely remain so, it 
seems worse than folly to expect by prohibiting 
the erection of any more wooden buildings, that 
this will work, either rapidly or gradually, the 
extinction of those now existing, or that brick 
houses will take the place of the wooden ones. 
Therefore, the erection of wooden buildings in 
remote sections of the city, where this ciass of 
buildings prevails, will not make such localities 
any more dangerous than they are and will be, 
and should not be prohibited. If, however, in 
the heat of the present excited state of the pub- 
lic mind, euch an ordinance is passed, it will 
surely be repealed or remain wholly inoperative.

MR. SCAMMON’S INSURANCE. 

The suit of Mr. J. Y. Scammon vs. the United 
States Mortgage Company excites some com- 
ment in business circles, chiefly, perhaps, from 
an inability to comprehend upon what grounds 
Mr. Scammon reste his case. The Mortgage 
Company, or its agents, Messrs. Babcock & San- 
some, refuse to consider that he has any valid 
case at all. 

The circumstances of the case were stated in 
Tue TRIBUNE some four months ago, and were, 
briefly, as follows: The buildings erected by Mr. 
Scammon after the great fire of 1871, between 
Wabash and Michigan avenues, and upon 
Congress street, known as the ‘Inter- 
oceanic Buildings,” were built with money 
borrowed from the United States Mortgage 
Company, the latter holding a trust-deed of the 
same, with the land on which they stood, in se- 
curity for the sum of $220,000, the same to be 
paid in gold. The instrument also contained a 
provision that, in default of payment of interest 
at the rate of 9 per cent per annum, or of prin- 
cipal for thirty days after becoming due, the 
whole abould me due and collectable with- 
out notice, at any moment after such default. 
The sum of $10,000 interest became due last 
December, and, Mr. Scammon being unable to 
make payment, due notice was given, and the 
property was sold at auction at the old Court- 
House steps, Tuesday, March 29, last. Some 
half-dozen persoos only were present, among 
whom were Mesers. Wirt Dexter, W. F. Cool- 
baugh, and James H. Rees. the latter of whom 
bid off the property for 6100. 000, acting, as is 
understood, for the Mortgage Company. 

Mr. Scammon at the time objected to the sale 
on the ground that it was medo after the hour 
of 10 O clock. Since thea hie noh-recognition of 
the proceeding has developed into a suit of law 
contesting its legality.

‘The insurance companies are, of course, 
holding ob — the = shall same The 
Mortgage Company had, originally, assi gu- 
ment of $100,000 in insurance poli in various 
companies.

RELIEF.

For the first time since the fire a corps of 
visitors were out investigating applications, and 
it is expected that they will materially aid in sys- 
tematiziog the distribition of relief and lessen- 
ing the duties of the clerical force. 

THE BOARD OF TRADE 
2 eg adopted the resolutions presented 
aturday, which are as follows: 

In view of the disastrous experience of this and 
other cities during the past few years, it has become 
apparent that all great cities, as now constructed and 
—— against fire, are liable, under certain proba- 

le contingencies of weather, water supply, or munici- 
mismanagement, to widespread devastation ; and 

In view of our own terrible losses and sufferings by 
fire since 1871, this Board deems it a duty imposed by 
the recent conflagration to urgently call upon the citi- 
zens of a to adopt such measures of self-pro- 
tection as er —1 against future similar 
afflictions, and to this end the Board of Trade makes 
the following public rec endations : 

swet—That the limite shall be co-extensive 
with the corporate limits of the city, and that hereafter 
the erection of no wooden structufe. of any descrip- 
tion, shall be permitted witnin the said limits. 

Second—That the city shall be divided into separate, 
detached districts by a system of wide boulevards ex- 
tending east and west, and north and south, through 
the heart of the city; and to accomplish this, that aa 
amendment to the Constitution of the State be asked 
for 121 the city to defray the expenses of estab- 
lishing such barriers tothe spread of fire. 

J'hird—That the Fire Department of this city shall 
be divorced from municipal politica, and that the 
Legisiatare be asked to enact such general laws as 
shall be necessary to this end, 

There was much objection to the second reso- 
lution, many thinking the boulevard idea im- 
practicable, but, since tuere was no separate vote 
on th resolution, 1% was adopted with the 
others. 

ISAACSON, 

As has been mentioned in Taz Taru be- 
fore, the casé of Nathan Isaacson, the alleged 
incendiary, charged with causiog the late great 
fire, wili be examined into bv Justice Boyden at 
the South Side Police Court to-morrow morning.

He w of email 
stature, with dark and lowering features, not at 
all calculated to impress thbeholder with any 
favorable impression of His building was 
a reconstructed two-story frame, and, toge zher 
with a barn, adjoined the highlyuflammable oil- 
factory on the north. He was formeriy in the 
junk aod rag business, but more latterly a »an- 
doned it to peddle fruits and vegetables from 2

About four weeks ago he was arrested on the 


charge of firing his premises, but was discharged, - 


Notwithstanding this, he had an insurance of 
$1,200 on his property at the time of the late 
conflagration. 

The fact that a boarder in Isaacson’s bouse 
observed that all the household effects had been 
packed up just before the fire occurred, as if 
ready for removal, points very strongly t the 
guilt of the prisoner. It is reported, and believed 
by the authority whence it came, that Mrs. 
Isaacson set fire to the hav in the barn at the 
instance of her husband. The accused is now at 
liberty on bail of $2,000, and is at present 
stopping on South Clark street, between Harri- 
son and Polk. Detectives Morgan and Macan- 
lay have the case in band. and have accumulated 
testimony which has not yet been made public, 
but the purport of which is evidently knowrfto

THE GREAT WESTERN TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 

In the case of the Great Western Telegraph 
Company against Selah Reeve and others, an iu- 
junction was issued yesterday restraining the 
defendants from proceeding to collect certain 
judgments amounting to about $21,000, which 
were rendered against the Company about a year 
ago.

To prevent this, Storer 
filed his bill, showing the following state of 
facts: The Fertilizing Company was formed in 
January last by complainant and several others, 
among whom were the defendant and J. F. Boh- 
field. Complainant, who was the patentee of the 
method adopted by the Fertilizing Company for 
making a fertilizer, assigned his patent to the 
Company, and, of course, gave a large portion of 
time and money to its interests. He claims 
be has advanced upwards of $10,000, 
which the Company still owe, and thes 
be had expend 517.000 in buying 
machinery, land, etc., before the organization af 
the Company. The money derived from the 
loan of Healy was also nearly all used in the 
payment of the Company's debts, none of the 
other stockholders or Directors apparently car- 
ing to look after its affairs. Healy has, of course, 
among others, been benefited by this loan, bat 
complainant avers he is attempting to get cop- 
trol of the Company by getting his (ttorer’s) 
stock at an inadequate price, and to further this 
he wishes to sell his stock. In view of all 
these facts, Storer asks that the sale 
may be enjoined, that Healy may be pert 
to assign the stock back to him, aud t

Recent Encounters with the Savagces.

THE FIGHT ON THE CANADIAN RIVER—TRAIN 
BURNED BY CHEYENNESS 
Heapquarrers Post or Fort SItt, 

Indian Territory, July 7, 1574. 

To the Assistant-Adjutant-General Department 


Bin: 2 my letter of this date, I 
have the honor to submit the following reports 
of Messrs, Jones and Stillwell, interpreter and 
scout respectively at this post. Mr. Jones re- 
ports that, about ten or twelve days ago, at 
The Adol.s Walls.“ on the Canadian River, 
about 30 miles above Antelope Hills, a large par- 
tv of Indians, consisting of Cheyennes and Co- 
menches, and numbering perhaps 200 or 250 war- 
riors, attacked the new settlement at that place; 
and that the settlers—about thirty in number— 
took refuge within the walls, and, being well 
armed, succeeded in successfully defending 
themselyes against the Iudians, killing seven 
Comanches and four Cheyeunes. The Indians 
themselves admit that a large number of their 
people were wounded, and they fear a great 
many mortally. They claim also to have killed 
three white men. 
From information since acquired, Mr. Jones 
thinks there is little doubt but the Indians have 
oon returned and renewed the attack on The 


Mr. Stillwell reports that, on the 5th inst., a 
report was brought into the Cheyenne Agency 
by cattle-men, to the effect that, at Skeleton 
Creek, about 50 miles above the Agency, on the 
road to Wichita, Kan., a train of about twenty 
wagons had been attacked, and the whole train 
burned, and four of thetrain-men killed and 
burned by a party of Indians supposed to consist 
chiefly of Cheyennes and a few Comanches and 
Kiowas. It is believed also that some Osages 
were of the party. Mr. Stillwell further says 
that this was the only communication received 
at the Cheyenne Agency from the upper country 
fora week previous, although the usual mail 
service on this line runs three times a week. 

From all accounts there seems to bea great 
alarm inthe upper country; and, so soon as 
Capt. Carpenter return from the Brazos, I snali 
call in some of the troops from Camp Augur to 
meet this state of affairs.
